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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 01/10/2006 have been folly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In re pages 3-4, Applicant argues that Bernhardt fails to disclose "wherein the entire 
image is superimposed on the main image display;" Tanaka fails to cure the deficiencies of 
Bernhardt in this respect. 

Regarding claim 1, Applicant recited the limitation "wherein the entire image is 
superimposed on the main image display." The Examiner considers that claim 1 as recited still 
does not distinguish from Bernhardt et al. patent in view of Tanaka patent. Bernhardt does not 
disclose "wherein the entire image is superimposed on the main image display." However, 
Bernhardt et al. disclose the main image 18b and entire image 18 are displayed on the same 
display panel in figure 5. Bernhardt et al. fails to disclose the entire image 18 is superimposed 
on main image 18b. Tanaka teaches this feature. Tanaka teaches the auxiliary view port 46 is 
superimposed on main view port 41, figure 5, column 7, lines 45-65. 

In re page 6, Applicant argues that Bernhardt is distinguished by the present invention in 
that the data for which Bernhardt displays does not represent imager data. 

In response, regarding claim 12, Applicant recited limitation "information is stored in the 
memory device representing an image." The Examiner considers that claim 12 as recited still 
does not distinguish from Hamamura et al. patent in view of Bernhardt et al. patent. Bernhardt et 
al. discloses the invention has application for displaying and system of interconnected nodes 
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such as a graph, a flowchart etc., wherein data or information is associated with nodes of the 
system (column 3, lines 2-5. Note that a graph or a flowchart is considered as a displayed image 
represented by information stored in memory).
